rendering them apt to spontaneous 
combustion and injurious 
to 
boiler 


plates. 
Nevertheless he says when 


pyriteous seams are avoided and the 
lignite is properly handled, it forms a 
valuable fuel, especially for local con- 
sumption.

Lou Pohl Crashed to Death at 


Williamsburg Tuesday Night. 


'Neath the Cruel Wheels of a Railroad

East-bound O. P. & V. passenger 


train ]So. -13, due at Portsmouth at 
8:50 p. m., ran over and killed Lou 
Pohl at \Yilliainsburg on its trip in 
last night. Tlio.unfortunate boy was 
but tifteen years old and the only son 
of tbe .widow of tlie late Antliony 
Pohl, a former workman in tlie chair 
factories at WJlliaiusburg. It seems 
' it has been a practice among the boys 
St that point to watch for this train 
every evening and board the baggage 
car when it first, reaches the platform 
and ride until the train comes to a 
stand-still. Last night yo-.itig Polil 
missed his footing and was dragged 
under tbe train, which at this point 
is moving at the rate oC ten to twelve 
miles an hour. Tbe approach to the 
station from the west !s down grade 
and it js impossible to stop the train 
until the depot is reached. The. boy's 
tight leg was terribly crushed and en- 
tirely severed from his body; his left 
arm was broken iu two places: bis 
collar-bone was broken and horribly 
bruised, and great gashes were cut iu 
bis head and breast.

sufferer until a local doctor arrived, 
when the mangled body was taken to 
bis mother's residence, several blocks 
away. .
